TO SURVIVE CRASH 


L. W. Baker Killed in Crash, 
But Youth Expected to 
Recover 








George Smallwood, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. B. S. Smallwood, today 
continued to show an improvement 
following the accident on Foothill 
boulevard Tuesday night, when L. 
W. Baker received injuries that 
led to his death 10 hours later.

A letter asking for the re-count 
was received by the city council 
last night, and Mr. Andreas was 
advised by E. C. Mehl, city clerk, 
this morning that he would have 
to appeal to the court for the re- 
count. City Attorney Ralph EH. 
Swing advised the officials that 
only a tribunal has authority to 
re-open the package of ballots. 

He explained that his act in call- 
ing for a new count is done only 
in the spirit of assuring the peo- 
ple the proper handling of the bal- 
lots. The law, he said, is explicit 
as to how the ballots are to be 
counted, and his contention is that 
the law was not observed and that 
there is a possibility of errors 
creeping in.
